Vancouver, Feb. 2.—(Canadian Press),—Fifty million dollars 
will be entrusted by. the British Government to the Canadian firm 
of Stewart & McDonnell, headed by Major-General J. W. Stewart, 
C. B., to be spent on enormous engineering works in the Gold Coast 
Colony on the West Ceast of Africa. General Stewart has returned 
from England after making final arrangements for the carrying 
out of the first unit of the great harbor works at Takoradi. This 
unit will coat $17,000,000 and will take from five to six years to 
complete.

Increases Granted by Board 
on Certain Commodities 


Ottawa, Feb. 2.—-(Canadian Press) i 
—The judgment of the Board of 
Railway Commissioners in the ex¬ 
press rates case was issued this 
afternoon. The companies applied 
for a flat increase of 40 per cent, on 
all rates. 

% The Judgment grants an increase 
ef 35 per cent, on first-class rates 
and charges- 25 per cent, on second- 
class, and 20 per cent, on commodi¬ 
ties, including principally, cream, 
fish and fruit. 

The rate on all spirituous liquors 
in the future is to be increased to 
first-class. The cartage differential 
at non-cartage points as established 
by the last Judgment, has been elim¬ 
inated which, in other words, means 
that express charges shall be the 
same to all points whether city, town 
or country. It was found that the

Minister of Lands Corrects 
Statements About Soldiers' 
Housing Scheme 


Although the Soldiers' Housing 
Scheme has been an unqualified suc¬ 
cess some authorities at the Vic¬ 
toria City Hall do not like it any 
better than they did In the begin¬ 
ning, the Hon. T. D. Pattullo, Min¬ 
ister of Lands, said to-day when he 
heard of statements that are being 
made about the scheme by some 
persons. 

These statements charge that tho 
Provincial Government was only 
able to furnish $140,000 to Victoria 
although the appropriation for Vic¬ 
toria was $180,000. The statements 
are also to the effect that the city 
made application for more money 
but was unsuccessful and as a re¬ 
sult a large number of applicants 
had to be turned down. 

"This is In line wUh the deliberate

Hon.'Dr. Tolmie Tells Poultry 
men at Ottawa 


Ottawa, Feb. 2.—Hon. S. F. Tolmif. 
Minister of Agriculture, told the 
members of the Ottawa Poultry As¬ 
sociation last night that the influx of 
Chinese eggs into this country was 
proving to be a menace to the Cana¬ 
dian poultrymen. Coming from the 
western coast, he was fully alive to 
the situation. "No Canadian can 
compete with the Chinese, and I in¬ 
tend looking into this question. The 
Chinese egg was a cheaply produced, 
low grade product,” aVded the Min¬ 
ister.

Plans Ten Per Cent. 
Reduction in Wages 

New York, Feb. 2.—Reports circu¬ 
lated here that the Standard Oil 
Company was planning a ten per cent 
wage reduction in all parts of the 
United States were given added cur¬ 
rency to-day by news of cuts made 
by Standard Oil subsidiaries in Ne.w 
Jersey and West Virginia. 

Employees of the Bayonne and Bay 
Way (Elizabeth) plants of the Stand¬ 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey, con¬ 
sidered the proposed reduction at 
meetings last night, while reports 
came from Mannington, W.Va., that 
employees of the Eureka Pipeline 
Compayn, a Standard Oil subsidiary, 
had been notified of & similar reduc¬ 
tion. In* the West Virginia field, a 
number of employees of the South 
Penn. Oil Company, also a Standard 
Oil subsidiary, have been laid off. 

The proposed reduction, according 
to employees, will take the form of 
suspension of a ten per cent wage 
bonus granted by the company dur¬ 
ing the war to offset high living 
costs.

Washington. Feb. 2.—Purchase of 
the Italian ‘•blimp” airship Roma, 
believed to be the largest sewil-rigid 
aircraft In the world for approxi¬ 
mately $200,000 was announced to¬ 
day by the War Department. It 
probably would cost $1,500,000 to 
duplicate tho ship, the statement 
said. 

The Roma is of 1,200,000 cubic feet 
capacity. 410 feet long, eighty-two 
feet wide and 88tt feet high, and 
equipped with six 12-cyllnder engines 
of 400 horsepower each. It has an 
estimated speed of eighty miles an 
hour and a cruising radius at full 
speed of 2.300 miles and a cruising 
speed of 8,000 miles.

British Machine of 1,000 
Horse-power Tested 


Dr, M, Y. Williams Is Pro 
fessor of Paleontology

London. Feb. 2.—The successful 
testing of a 1,000 horsepower aero¬ 
plane engine, said to be the most 
powerful known, has opened up 
claims by the experts of the possi¬ 
bility of a regular London-New York 
aerial service and a passage within 
twenty-four hours, either direct, or 
by changing aircraft at the Azores. 

Sir John Alcock In 1919 flew from 
Newfoundland to Ireland in less than 
sixteen hours, using two 375 horse¬ 
power engines. 

The new engine is called the Cub. 
It was ordered by the Royal Air 
Force. It is understood that the 
Titania, a flying boat destroyer, 
which was to be used in long dis¬ 
tance patrols, will be equipped with 
two "Cubs" and have a range of 1,500 
miles. For war time the crew will 
number ten and for civilian use the 
craft can accommodate fifty passen¬ 
gers. 

The '‘Cub's 0 18 cylinders on a test 
indicated 1,057 horsepower In 20 
hours. The engine weighs nearly a 
ton and cost about £ 6 , 000 . 


Vancouver, Feb. 2.—The mining 
department of the applied science 
faculty of the University of British 
Columbia has been strengthened by 
the appointment of Dr. M. Y. Wil¬ 
liams to the position of associate 
professor of paleontology. 

Dr. Williams is now a member of 
the stafT of the Geological Survey of 
Canada. He is a Canadian and a 
graduate of the department of mines 
in Queen’s University. After taking 
his science degree at Kingston he 
continued the study of geology at 
Yale, from which University he re¬ 
ceived his doctor's degree in 1912. 
For a time he was on the Yale staff 
of Instruction, and In his early days 
had some experience as teacher In 
Ontario. 

During one Bummer he reported 
on nickel deposits and three Sum¬ 
mers during his Yale course were 
spent with the Canadian Geological 
Survey. In 1912 he was appointed 
to the regular stafT of the survey as 
junior geologist, and in 1915 was 
promoted to the rank of geologist. 
He is the author of a number of re¬ 
ports und of contributions to scien¬ 
tific societies. 


Berlin. Feb. 2.—Dr. Wulter Simons, 
the Foreign Minister, declared in the 
Reichstag yesterday that tfte Govern¬ 
ment would refuse to negotiate on 
the basis of the Entente decisions re¬ 
garding reparations and would form¬ 
ulate counter-proposals. His posi¬ 
tion was supported by all the party 
leaders except the Communists, who 
heckled and jeered him when he con¬ 
cluded speaking.

Counter Proposals. 

“Not having received as yet an in¬ 
vitation to the London conference, 
the German Government cannot ac¬ 
cept or refuse to participate In It, but 
declares In the meantime that it re¬ 
fuses to negotiate on the basis of the 
Entente's decisions, and that it will 
formulate counter-propositions."

Lecturing on "The Romance of j 
Astronomy" at the Girls’ Central 
School last night. Dr. J. S. Plaskett. j 
director of the Saanich Astro-physi¬ 
cal Observatory, delved deep Into the 
history of astronomy, tracing its de¬ 
velopment from the earliest year# of 
civilization. 

Dr. Plaskett showed that astron- 1 
omy .was the most anoient of the 
physical sciences, and was distin¬ 
guished among them by its slow and 
progressive development.
